The letter was written before en­ 
velopes came into general use, and the 
pages were folded and held together 
by a small seal. 
The address is w rit­ 
ten upon the hack o f the letter.

dress is written, a small square is 
m arked and in place of a stam p a p ­ 
pear the figures “ 25” which indicate 
the amount o f money necessary t<• 


send the letter.
